Tremendous Reduction in Soft 


Coal Consumption Is Planned 


Washington, Nor. SO. — The pinch of the coal shortage prom- 


ised tonight to fore* the adoption of drastic measures to avert an ac- 
tual famine. A vacation of one month by the soft coal miners has 
brought on conditions like those prevailing during- the war, la many 
Motions, but war-time restrictions have not altogether cheeked the 
drain on coal pile*. 


Not much hope was held out by officials tonight for early produc- 


tion of bituminous coal in quantities sufficient to permit the main- 
tenance of the present slim reserves, under supervision oZ the railroad 
administration's central coal committee. The latest authentic figures 
show that last week's soft coal output did not reach (0 per cent of 
normal production. This meant, officials explained, that local needs 
must be met from the supplies being distributed through the central 
committee, whose stock aggregated about 22,000,000 tons when the 
miners quit work. No figures were available today as to the exact 
amount on hand. 


While regional coal committees, acting under instructions from 


Washington, h*ve been dealing outcoal sparingly, further and more 
drastic restrictions have been agreed upon by the central committee. 
They will be put into effect whenever the regional committees are un- 
able to meat the situation with local regulations. Details have not been 
made public, but it is known that the plan provides for a tremendous 
reduction in soft coal consumption.

War Secretary Recommends Ad- 


equate Forces, Backed By 


Universal Training 


Washington, Xo\. 30.—War experi- 


ence plainly shows the necessity for 
fundamental 
re-organization of the 


Army and of the War Department It- 
self, Secretary Baker declared today 
m his annual report. 
He recom- 


mended that the emergency organiza- 
tion, reduced to the peace-time size, 
be made permanent, and approved the 
General Staff 
bill for a regular es- 


tablishment adequate in size to bs the 
nucleus of any great military mobll- 
zatlon the country may be called upon 
to make," and backed up by a system 
of universal training. 


"In such a policy,"'Sir. Baker said, 
the accent is upon the citizen and 
not the soldier; the officer* becoming 


permanent corps of experts and the 


men a body temporarily devoting a 
portion of their time to military train- 
Ing In order that they may enter civil 
life with a sense of national service 
and with superior equipment for suc- 
cess." 


"Army Reflects the People." 


"It is difficult to believe," he said, 


denying any danger 
of 
militarism, 


'that an army could be formed of 
Americans, educated in our common 
schools, raised in the free and demo- 
cratic atmosphere of our institutions 
which would still be hostile to those 
nstltutions and liberties. The World 
War baa shown quite clearly that 
armies reflect the spirit of the people 
from whom they come rather than 
create a spirit of their own, so that 
the size of the army is not so impor- 
tant from the point of view now under 
consideration as the kind of an army.' 


The selective service law was ac- 


cepted as a fair mean* of assigning 
men to military service la time of war, 
Mr. Baiter aaid, bnt compulsory esrv- 
te*. in time of-peace 
poor eubstitnt* for the tohnrteer 
principle properly applied." Balatng 
a standing army by financial induce- 
ment la too cottly to contemplate, he 
added, leaving only the method of 
"making enlistment In the army an 
educational opportunity" to furnish 
the troops.

Tired of Settling Disputes by War 
'Those who know the spirit of the 


American army," the secretary said, 
'will not ascribe to it any provoca- 
tive temper. There is glory left in the 
career and the sacrifice of the soldier, 
but the mild and spectacular contests 
of an earlier age have become a stern 
and cruel business, and while there i* 
cheerful willingness to encounter the 
privation* and make the sacrifices 
which war demands, tbe men of the 
American army are abreast with en- 
lightened men everywhere in the hope 
that more humane and rational pro- 
cesses of adjustment will supercede 
the waste and loss of armed conflict 
They are, however, of the belief that 
so long as It is necessary for us to 
maintain an army at all we are no! 
justified in having an inefficient army, 
and their recommendations, are to be 
viewed as setting them apart as men 
who, 
by reason of their experience 


are qualified to speak upon the pro- 
vision which should be made for the 
common good and the common pro 
tection should the test of war become 
unavoidable."

service. 


Without this check on corporate pow- 
ers, he said, 'the domestic conflict now 
raging cannot and will not be perma- 
nently ended." 


Denounces "Judicial Autocracy." 
Discussing plans to settle or mini- 


mise industrial unrest, Mr. Woll de- 
clared "arbitrary exercise of unwar- 
ranted and unconstitutional authority 
by our court*" could not allay It, add- 
ing that "to avoid building up a judi- 
cial aristocracy" the word of- the su- 
preme court, state or federal, should 
not be final on the constitutionality 
of an act He proposed re-enactment 
of the measure. 


'Government by Injunction should 


be prohibited, the rights and liberty 
and freedom should be fully safe- 
guarded, and the upbuilding of a ju- 
dicial autocracy made impossible for 
all time to come," Woll said.

Wilson's Message Expected to 


Deal More With Industrial

Washington, Nov. 30 — Although 
new effort for compromise ratifica- 


tion of the peace treaty Is eApecteci to

In the absence of information as to 


what President Wilson will recom- 
mend in his message to th* new ses- 
sion, 
Republican and Democratic 


eaders in the senate were preparing 
o go ahead with long-delayed gen- 
:ral legislation which many senators 
on both sides declare is urgently de- 
manded by sentiment in their home 
districts. 


Treaty to tbe Background. 


It was agreed generally that even 


f the President asks that the fight for 
•atification be renewed at once, tbe 
»ork in that direction would be car- 
ried on privately in conferences of th* 
opposing senate groups, while other 
business proceeded without interrup- 
tion on the senate floor. In *ome 
quarters the impression gained ground 
hat Mr. Wilson would touch but 
briefly on the treaty in hi* message, 
and would let further formal action 
ragarding it wait until a compromise 
plan had been perfected. In order to 
get It before the senate again, in a 
parliamentary sense, it will be neces- 
sary, in the view of most senators, for 
th* executive to again submit it for 
ratification.
